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Chairman’s Review 


Early in the 1996/97 financial year under review, the 
Auckland War Memorial Museum Act (1996) passed through 
Parliament, received the Royal Assent and became law. Under 
the new Act, the Auckland Museum Trust Board was 
established and in October 1996 assumed the reins of 
governance from the former Trust Board and the Auckland 
Institute and Museum Council which together had directed 
the Museum over many decades. Thus the year under review 
commenced under one lorm of governance and concluded 
under another. 


and increase operating efficiency without compromising 
the quality of protection and curatorshlp of the Museum's 
valuable collections. 

In response to the need to correct rhe adverse financial 
results, management developed a new organisational structure 
that would enable the Museum's core activities to be sustained 
to high professional standards within a levy which was 
acceptable to the seven territorial lo< a I authorities. 


Our Act provides for a Trust Board comprising nominees of 
the Museum's seven contributing Territorial Local Authorities, 
the Auckland Museum Institute, and the Board's Maori 
Advisory' Committee, the Taumata-a-twL The Taumata-a-lwi 
has now been established and its nominee elected and the 
Trust Board of ten members is f ompiete. However throughout 
the 1996/97 year the Board comprised only the Local 
Authority and Auckland Institute nominees. 


Tire new structure required (he Museum to undergo major 
restructuring which attracted some criticism as it necessitated 
staff redundancies as well as the reorganisation of 20 small 
semi-autonomous departments into two larger divisions 
Public Programmes and Professional Services 

However, the necessity for change was unavoidable 
because the Museum could not afford to continue to operate 
tli!' way that iL had in past years. 


The first significant responsibility of the new Board 
was preparation of the 3 997/98 Annual Plan and Budget, 
in accordance with the requirements of the new Act. 
In the course of this process the Board conducted an in-depth 
financial analysis. As a result, the Board identified a sign tn ant 
reduction in the Museum's cash reserves that had arisen 
from operating deficits and unbudgeted expenditure, 
Fhe operating deficits reflected shortfalls in both the previous 
year and the year under review. The unbudgeted expenditure 
included the preparation, movement and storage of 
collections refated to but not accounted for as pan of 
the refurbishment project. The Board realised that significant 
changes were essential if the Museum was to operate 
within its income. Consequently, the 1997/98 Annual Plan 
addressed as a priority the need to reduce overhead costs 


The new structure will not only ensure the future viability 
of the Museum but will also facilitate better collaboration 
between the various sciences that support the collections. 

Fhe Board recognises that public funding, primarily from 
Auckland ratepayers via the territorial local councils, is 
Constrained by their commitments to contain their rates, 
fhe Board therefore has placed considerable emphasis on the 
importance of actively generating revenues additional to 
public funding as a means for the Museum to develop and 
prosper. Management's recommendation to explore additional 
revenue earning opportunities, including the introduction 
of entrance fees has been endorsed by the Board. But 
this apparently simple option is in fact rather complex. 
As the nation's largest war memorial, free access is required 
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by statute. The Museum also holds Important Maori 
artifacts and taonga which (he Board would not want to 
see exploited, Overseas experience shows that visitor 
numbers are significantly reduced where Museums charge 
for entrance, 

Th< Board is pleased lo advise that the Museum continues 
to achieve record attendance. One million and sixty thousand 
people visited Aut kland Museum during the year under review. 
This is believed to be the highest annual visitor count recorded 
by any Museum in Australasia, 

Within this significant figure, the Board recognises tour distinct 
categories of customers: 


The Museum mounted a number of major exhibitions 
during the year under review particularly Genghis Khan. It was 
an impressive presentation of international standard. It was well: 
promoted and public support was enthusiastic with particularly 
good attendances. The Board recognises the value of these 
high profile, although high risk, ventures and supports their 
continuation, perhaps ,it a reduced level in the coming year. 

To off-set ,i reduction in the number of overseas 
exhibitions, Lhe Board Wifi promote the development of high 
quality locally produced and, therefore, readily sourced 
exhibitions and presentations based primarily on the 
Museum's own collections and scholarship.

In particular, the Board recognises the importance of 
the Museum's educational role and ensured continuation of 
special programmes for schools, despite funding cuts by the 
Department of Education. The Board also recognises the need 
to ensure that the overall display and interpretive presentation 
of the Museum's collections reflect the interests of the four 
main categories of visitors. 


The Board regards as a priority the importance of 
sustained professional maintenance and protection of the 
Museum's rich heritage of collections. Particular care and 
consideration was given to this aspect of the Museum's 
planning and restructuring activities throughout the year 
under review and the Board sought external advice from 
several quarters Noteworthy were two independent peer 
reviews commissioned to examine the Museum Library's 
activities and the Museum's Scholarly and Research 
programmes. The Museum has benefited from the 
experience and wisdom of a number of scholars and 
colleagues In the preparation of these reports, and much of 
their advice underpins management's recommendations to 
the Board for structural change. Already, for example, "The 
Armoury's" activities on the War Memorial level - offering a 
multimedia and print media resource centre for independent 
research and enquiry has increased access to Library 
services with a resultant steep increase in public use of Library 
services. So successful has this initiative been that further 
resources of this type are to be included in other areas of the 
Museum's redevelopment

Of 1 spite these successes, however, the T 996/97 year ends 
in a deficit. The Museum operations had to accommodate an 
extensive and often intrusive building restoration and display 
renewal programme. The considerable task of relocating many 
collections to off-site storage and the documenting, 
conserving and preparing collections for display added 
significant costs which were difficult to fully anticipate when 
the project was lirst planned in the early 1990s. Refurbishment 
work disrupted the normal trading of the cafe and Museum 
store which adversely affected profits. Added to this has been 
the cost of redundancies associated with the restructuring that 
was required to reposition the Museum onto a sustainable 
financial basis. 

The refurbishment programme itself has progressed well 
during the year. Although the work is somewhat behind 
schedule, subject to funding, it should be completed at the 
end of 1999, on time and within budget. 


The Trust Board wish to avoid in the future the past 
problems of inadequate maintenance and lack of upgrading of 
the Museum's galleries. Funding of depreciation is a critical 
issue in this regard. 


requirements for change. The process has at times been a 
painful one. However, the Board is confident that the initiatives 
which have been taken during its first year in office wilt 
secure a promising and more viable future for the region's 
leading Museum,

Undoubtedly 1996/97 has been a difficult year. There have 
been significant changes required as the Board and 
Management have faced the reality of operating within a 
limited levy income. 


In addition to the demands and impositions oF a complex 
building project, there is now the need for targeted growth 
and a change in culture if the institution is to successfully meet 
the challenges of the future. The Board respects the criticisms 
that have arisen from some quarters, yet there also has been 
public recognition of the necessity for restructuring and of the 
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Executive Director’s Report 


With 1,Q60,000 Visitors recorded during 1996-97, 
Auckland War Memorial Museum has concluded the year 
with its greatest ever visitation. Not only does that make 
it the most visited Museum in Australasia but with 
43 per cent of the visitors inbound tourists, it means 
that Auckland Museum is the most visited tourist 
destination in New Zealand receiving a little over one-third 
of all inbound arrivals into New Zealand each year. 
It clearly is a significant contributor to the national tourism 
industry, as well as a highly significant cultural and 
educational provider. 


Perhaps the remarkable thing about 1996-97's visitation 
is that it occurred during the most invasive and difficult year 
in the five-year refurbishment programme. Dust, noise, 
scaffolding, hoardings, contractors' equipment and 
materials, and many areas of the Museum looking anything 
but complete and attractive, conspired to produce a rather 
lacklustre visitor environment. And yet people came in 
greater numbers than ever before. Was it because of the 
construction activity; was it because of the growing 
momentum of new programmes; or was it a combination 
of these new special events and programmes and 
the dynamism of an institution undergoing change? 



Special exhibitions have played a larger role than ever 
before. "The- Heritage of Genghis Khan - Treasures from Inner 
Mongolia", the sum mm "Toys" exhibition, or "Next to 
Nothing" and the "Fletcher Challenge Ceramics Award" have 
attracted many tens of thousands of visitors, Events organised 
in association with these exhibitions, and others such as the 
Museum's annual Open Day, have each produced greater 
focus on our activities. But whilst the new programmes have 
begun to meet an obvious need in the community, the more 
traditional roles of the Museum have also continued to grow. 
Public enquiry of Curators and the Library, Education 
programmes, visits to the Children's Discovery Centre "Weird 
and Wonderful", and use of the Library's new services in "The 
Armoury" have shown healthy growth. 


"The Armoury", a multimedia and print media resource 
room for public research and enquiry, and the second part of 
the permanent exhibition on New Zealand's war history, 
"Scars or the Heart" opened late in 1 996, Public response to 
these facilities, the first exhibitions and public spaces in the 
refurbishment programme, has been excellent and in one 
week alone usage of "The Armoury" exceeded a typical year's 
use of Library services. The seismic strengthening of the 
original 1929 building at its northern end has been 
completed, and four new galleries have been delivered. 


During the last two years Auckland Museum has 
engaged in or participated with other organisations in 
conducting a number of audience surveys. What that 
researc h has demonstrated is not only is the Museum 
receiving a growing number of visitors but progressively 
people's motivation for visiting is becoming more and 
more active. People are coming to see specific shows 
or receive specific services. This is good news, because 
it is precisely this change the Museum is seeking.

"The Store" has been reinstalled in the location of the 
former shop, and a new cafe, operated by "BB's Coffee and 
Bake" has opened in the old cafe space. Museum cafe 
staff successfully struggled over many months to maintain 
food and beverage services in a somewhat unsatisfactory 
temporary location, and the new premises have been 
welcomed by the Museum's visitors for their lively decor and 
more modern services. 





























AWMM Ann Report 
1996 to 1997 



The World War II "Hall of Memories" has been restored 
and has received new floors, a suspended ceiling containing 
fights scrolling over the fists of casualties, new display cabinets 
and restoration of the architecture. The names of casualties 
from the J Force and the World War II Merchant Navy have also 
been added. New airconditioning plant has been installed in 
two roof top plant rooms and ducting has begun to be 
installed to service all levels from these central plant rooms. At 
the conclusion of the year of review, ground floor foyer 
restoration was well advanced. Overall the refurbishment 
project was running behind programme at the end of June, 
although within its budget. Every effort is now being made to 
make up that programme slippage in order to ensure that all 
works are completed by the end of 1999. 


The ASB Charitable Trust has again contributed to the 
refurbishment project with great generosity, adding to the 
splendid annual capital contributions of Auckland, Manukau, 
North Shore and Waitakere Cities; Franklin, Papakura and 
Rodney Districts; and Central Government. The New Zealand 
Tourism Board assisted with a Tourism Facilities Development 
Grant, and donations were received from the Sir John Logan 
Campbell Residuary Estate, the Edith Winstone Blackwell 
Foundation and Lucy C Smith. The sponsorship of the 
Children's Discovery Centre provided by Microsoft and 
Compaq Computer (NZ) Ltd. is greatly appreciated, as are 
Compaq's further contributions to the provision of information 
technology, Morton Estate, a distinguished New Zealand 
winemaker, supported our programmes along with Mattel, 
Sony, Sheraton Auckland, New Zealand Magazines, TVNZ 
Enterprises, R5A. Ceramco worked closely with the Museum 
under their brand Bendon in staging the history of lingerie 
exhibition, "Next to Nothing". The New Zealand Lottery 
Grants Board and the Foundation for Research, Science and 


Technology, each contributed generously to specific projects. 
Ail of these very valuable sponsorships, grants and donations 
come on top of the core income derived from the citizens of 
Auckland through the seven territorial local authorities listed 
above. Without their support a Museum operation would 
simply not be possible. 

The Chairman has referred to the changes in governance 
and the changes to Management and Professional practice 
which have occurred following the introduction of the 
Museum's new Act. The Board and Management are grateful 
to the former Council and previous Trust Board for their 
decades of oyal commitment to the ideals and values of the 
Museum. A page has been turned in the Museum's history 
and, although changes are taking place the essential values, 
ethics and principles of the Museum will remain and its noble 
traditions will be upheld. Rut the Museum will change. 

There is an urgent need for the Museum to pursue 
additional revenues. We have a critical need for Improved 
parking adjacent to the Museum, We need to establish 
priorities within our collecting, research and scholarship 
activities, and demands for information services. The need for 
improvement in front-of-house operations, recognised by the 
former Council, embraced by the staff, and taken up by the 
new Board, will now be put into action. Some of these will be 
addressed in the 1998/99 Annual Plan and Budget, and 
members of the public will be invited to provide input to the 
Board through the Annual Plan submissions process. 


One of Auckland Museum's greatest assets is its audience. 
!t is unusually large, and Aucklanders are solidly committed to 
their Museum. Without compromising its collections and its 
core responsibilities, the Museum will now focus more on its 
audience, progressively delivering a fine, modern visitor 
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oriented facility the equal of anywhere. Another of the 
Museum's assets - and one recognised too infrequently - is its 
staff, Without them, no Museum services would be possible. 
1996-97 has been a difficult year for the staff, and it is to their 
great credit that they are the hardworking, dedicated and 
focused team that Auckland Museum needs to successfully 
carry out the mandates of its new Act. I would like to thank 
them for their commitment,

i'his Division is responsible for ail 
aspects of the development, manage¬ 
ment and care of the Museum's many 
collections, and for the provision of 
access to information about those 
collections. These responsibilities are 
reflected in the three Sections of the 
Division: Collection Management, 

Collection Services and Information 
Services. 

Each Section has a range of specific 
functions which, taken together, 
contribute to the achievement of 
Auckland Museum's strategic objectives, 
A major area of such confluence of effort 
this year has been the Museum 
Refur bishment Project, The scope of this 
project necessitates that Professional 
Services devotes a major proportion of 
its resources to the Project and that it 
maintains a continued focus on achieving 
refurbishment programme goals over 
the life of the Project, 


The Natural History Unit has also 
immersed itself in developing concepts 
for a new suite of Natural History 
Galleries on the First Floor of the 
Museum. Other Collection Management 
functional areas have contributed to 
forthcoming Applied Arts galleries and 
to the new Children's Discovery Centre. 
In all of these developments the timely 
and effective contribution of Collection 
Services functions such as Registration 
and Conservation has been vital. Their 
contribution has been especially 
important this year as the current phase 
of the Project entails relocation of many 
of the Museum's collections. 

In addition to contributing to the 
Refurbishment Project, this year has 
seen a diverse range of activities and 
achievements throughout the Professional 
Services Division. These are set out in the 
following sections. 


This year considerable effort has 
been contributed to various aspects of 
the Refurbishment Project. Within the 
Collection Management Section staff 
from History, along with those of other 
functional areas, have brought to 
completion Scars on the Heart, 
our moving representation of New 
Zealanders' experience of war. In 
addition conservation and restoration of 
two World War II fighter aircraft - a 
Japanese Mitsubishi Zero and Sir Keith 
Park's Spitfire neared completion, They 
will be returned to public exhibition in 
two dedicated galleries on the Second 
Floor of the Museum, 


of lection Management 


As noted above this Section has 
contributed significantly to the Refur¬ 
bishment Project this year. Nevertheless, 
activity in other areas has continued. 

As in previous years, much work has 
been done on expanding electronic 
databases of collection records. An 
important new phase of this long-term 
process was entered this year with 
commencement of the Human History 
Database, funded in part by a grant 
from the New Zealand Lottery Board. 



This project involves the creation of 
a combined database of records of 
the Museum's Ethnology, Archaeology, 
History and Applied Arts collections. 
Much work has been done this year to 
design the database in order to ensure 
its robustness and usefulness. Data entry 
has also begun, with 21,025 records 
having been created. Work on the 
Human History Database will continue 
for several years until basic records have 
been created of all the contributing 
collections. Other databases of the 
Museum's collections have increased by 
more than 2000 records. The Natural 
History Unit has now registered over 
258,000 specimens onto databases. This 
represents 45 per cent of natural history 
collections. 

A secondary but important area of 
activity for the Collection Management 
Section this year was the relocation of 
collections. History staff carried out the 
complex task of packing and moving 
most of the Museum's historical 
collections to an off-site location, whilst 
at the same time maintaining sufficient 
access to them to permit selection 
of objects for several forthcoming 
exhibitions. The Herbarium was also 
relocated, moving in to a new, 
purpose-built facility in what had been 
the Museum's Bird Hall, This space is 
shared with ethnology collections. 
Movement of these collections is under 
way. Again, this is a complex task as it 
involves fumigation of many objects, 
separation into material to be located 
in new storage areas both in the 
Museum and off site, and identification 
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of objects to be used in the new 
Children's Discovery Centre* 


rvlces 


As its name implies the function of 
the Collection Services Section is to 
support and facilitate the Museum's 
collection management activities. In this 
role the Registration and Conservation 
functions of the Museum are essential in 
ensuring successful completion of many 
tasks undertaken this year. The mam¬ 
moth task of recording and conserving 
each object displayed in Scars on the 
Heart was undertaken with a dedication 
and commitment which is reflected in 
the quality of this exhibition. 

This work is being continued in 
supporting the development of other 
new permanent exhibitions such as the 
new Applied Arts galleries and Children's 
Discovery Centre. 

Conservation has also continued to 
provide condition reporting and packing 
for a continuing stream of temporary 
exhibitions and loans handled by the 
Museum throughout the year. 

The Registration function has 
devoted much of its resources to 
commissioning a new off-site facility in 
which to store collections which need to 
be relocated due to the Refurbishment 
Project. This was a complex task as 
the new store is required to house a 
wide range of objects with often 


quite different storage requirements. 
Collections began to be moved to their 
new locations in February and a 
well-managed and efficient relocation 
programme has continued since 
that time. 

Registration has also managed the 
development of the Human History 
Database project, in addition to 
coordination of detailed design of the 
database and its protocols this project 
involved the installation of new file 
servers and an improved cabling system 
within the Museum. 


information Services 


The Information Services Section 
acknowledges the increased importance 
of the Division's responsibility to make 
accessible information relating to die 
Museum's collections* Although based 
largely on the Museum library's 
resources and expertise this Section's 
responsibilities extend across ihe entire 
range of the Museum's collections and 
functions. The potential for Information 
Services to increase access to the 
Museum's resources is exemplified in the 
new Armoury Resource Centre. Located 
adjacent to Scars on the Heart, on the 
Second Floor of the Museum, the 
Armoury makes accessible a vast range 
of military history resources from the 
Museum's collections, including those of 
the Library. Public response to the new 
resource centre has been substantial, 
with an average of 15,000 users each 


month since it opened in December 
1996. Many of these visitors have 
accessed records of New Zealand's 
casualties in the World War I heid 
on Cenotaph, a computer database 
developed especially for the Armoury 
by the information Services Section. 
Cenotaph now contains in excess of 
I 7,000 records, and development of the 
database rind the services it can provide 
is planned to continue for several years. 

Information Services has also 
focused on identifying ways in which to 
broaden access to the Museum's 
collection resources, This year a need to 
increase access by Maori to the Library's 
collections was addressed by the 
creation of a Maori Reader Services 
function By the end of the year an 
average of 250 Maori visitors each 
month were using the Library. Building 
on the success of this initiative, analysis 
of the Library's strengths and potential is 
being carried out in order to identify 
further ways in which to meet the 
Museum's responsibility to increase 
public access to its collections.

Towards ihe end of the 1996/97 
fiscal year, ihe newly established Public 
Programmes Division was expanded by 
the inclusion within it of all Building 
Operations and Trading Operations 
functions, The Division now embraces 
all mainstream functions affecting 
the Museum's communications with 
its public outside the Museum walls, 
and within. 

The Division continues its endea¬ 
vours with redoubled commitment lo 
Improve the quality ol its public services. 
It lias been a diflir ult year, however, witli 
the noise, disruption, untidiness and dirt 
of an invasive building refurbishment 
programme affecting the quality of 
the visitor experience Despite these 
disruptions, however, new and energetic 
programmes together with a high level 
of publicity delivered the Museum a 
record attendance for the year of 
1,058,535 visitors. 



Ihe past year saw the exhibitions 
department provide design, graphic 
design and installation services towards 
the completion of the object-rich, 
collection based Soars on the Heart war 
exhibition and Armoury resource centre 
as well as to several major exhibitions. 


A pod of imported, life size, 
rubberised whales attracted just over 
76,000 mainly junior visitors to 
TeraMedia's World of Whales. A home 



grown exhibition that looked back to 
the toys of yesteryear and combined 
adult nostalgia with contemporary 
'ride-ons' and activities for children. 
The Fisher Price Toy Show proved to 
be very successful and delivered a 
significant profit, 

A major collection-based retrospective 
exhibition of the work of Robin Morrison 
-New Zealand's 'best and best-loved 
photo graphed whose entire estate was 
left to the Museum on his death in 1993 
attracted 24,000 visitors. Curated 
inhouse, the selection of images 
celebrated an exceptional photography 
career and a truly New Zealand vision. 
The exhibition is on lour throughout 
New Zealand; visiting Christchurch, 
Dunedin, Tirrwu, Wellington, Hawkes 
Bay, Rotorua and Hamilton, Another 
collection-based exhibition, this thru 
featuring a hitherto largely unmen¬ 
tionable area of the collections, told ihe 
Museum's story' of women's underwear 
in the twentieth century. Called Nexl 
to Nothing: A History of lingerie, ihe 
150 garments depicted the evolution 
of underwear in this most eventful 
of centuries - an evolution shaped 
by technological and social change 
as well as the constant ebb and flow 
of fashion,

An exciting year for Interpretive 
Services included the acceptance by 
Ihe Museum Council ol an Education 
Policy and ihe provision of three new 
positions within the department. 
This enabled the appointment of 
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a Volunteer Co-ordinator and two 
interpreters. 

An application for Ministry of 
Education LEOTC projet t funding was 
successful and can be expected to last 
for three years. School visitors continue 
to take full advantage of programmes 
offered and during the year ten new 
resource kits were completed and 
distributed to schools. 

The new volunteer-staffed Infor¬ 
mation Desk commenced operation in 
December and has been successful in 
providing a seven-day service to visitors. 
The Museum also continues to benefit 
from the generosity of our volunteer 
guides and many others who have given 
up their time to help the- Museum carry 
out time-consuming collection based 
activities that may otherwise not 
be achieved. 

More than 180,000 visitors have 
visited Weird and Wonderful and the 
Compaq/Microsoft Dinomites club 
continues to be an important focus for 
1300 members. Holiday and school 
programmes are extremely well 
patronised. A concept document for the 
second Children's Discovery Centre 
Treasures and Tales was accepted and 
detailed planning and development 
got under way for the December 
1997 opening, 

Special programmes for visitors 
included lectures, demonstrations, 
musical performances, holiday pro¬ 
grammes and special role-play tours, 


All special exhibitions have been 
the focus of extensive education 
activities to support and extend interest 
in the exhibitions, 

Katrina Stamp, Curator of Education, 
visited the Minnesota Historical Society 
as a recipient of a USIS Museum Ex¬ 
change Programme. The Auckland 
Museum played heist to Maureen Otwell 
who was the exchange partner. The 
research project will result in a joint 
exhibition of children's work,

The special exhibitions programme 
has driven marketing and public 
relations activities for the past year, 
Several high profiled campaigns have 
brought: thousands of visitors into the 
building despite the disruptions of the 
renovation work, which has taken place 
for most of the year, The variety of 
exhibitions has also enabled the Museum 
to maintain a consistently high level of 
interest with local media- 

significant support from software 
market leaders TWaMedia secured the 
World of Whales success. A commercial 
partnership with TVNZ Enterprises 
proved to be mutually beneficial, with 
the exhibition gaining additional 
profile. 

The Fisher Price Toy Show provided 
Mattel toy distributors with a com¬ 



mercial opportunity leading up to 
Christmas. Public Relations activities 
centring around the exhibition included 
the Variety Club's preview for needy 
children, I'VNZ's Holmes live Christmas 
broadcast and the much-talked about 
Barbie in the Park. 

Robin Morrison: Photographer, 

enjoyed support from the New Zealand 
Listener. 

Substantial funds from Bendon 
to celebrate the company's 50th 
anniversary enabled lhe Museum to 
present and promote Next to Nothing: 
A History of Lingerie, Further support 
from the New Zealand Woman's Weekly 
gave the exhibition a national profile, 

Initiatives to create a more customer- 
focused culture within the Museum 
included the "Watch Us Change" signage 
campaign promoting the refurbishment 
project activity throughout the building. 

Weekend rostering of senior staff has 
also been instituted along with a weekly 
meeting of key staff to ensure our 
visitors' needs and expectations are 
championed. An ongoing market 
research programme continues to 
provide a wealth of invaluable infor¬ 
mation about our visitors. 


Ic at ions 


The Museum co-published (with 
David Bateman Ltd} 5cars on the Heart, a 
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major review of New Zealand's military 
history to accompany the Museum's 
new permanent war display by the 
same name. In February the Museum 
published The Robin Morrison 
Collection to coincide with the 
Museum's highly successful exhibition 
of Robin Morrison's photography. 
The book quickly sold out and was 
reprinted in April. 

A new series of highly visual 
publications lor visitors and tourists has 
been developed as co-publications 
with David Bateman Ltd. The first 
two, Poanamit; Maori lade of New 
Zealand, and Kakaftu: Maori Cloaks, 
will be published in October. Further 
titles based around the Museum's 
collections are in preparation for 1998 
publication. 

Another co-publication to be released 
m October 1997 is Tapo. An overseas 
edition of this has also been sold to 
Thames & Hudson in the United King¬ 
dom. Work has begun on revisions to 
A.W.B. Powell's Native Animals of 
New Zealand ,and the new edition, 
the fourth since 1947, will be published 
in 1998. 

Research is nearly complete for a 
publication based on the Museum's 
collection Henry Wlnkelmann's photo¬ 
graphs of yachting on the Waitemata 
Harbour around the turn of last 
century. The book, Winkelmann's 
Waitemata, is planned as a co-publi¬ 
cation for 1 998. 


uilding Operations 


Building Operations and Visitor 
Services embracing attendant, custodian, 
reception, maintenance and cleaning 
duties has had another extremely 
busy year. The full impact of the 
renovations continues to place consi¬ 
derable demands with security and 
contractor liaison proving to be lime 
consuming tasks. 

The fire evacuation plan established 
in 1995 has been tested a number of 
times during the year with the fire 
service satisfied that appropriate 
procedures are in place for evacuating 
the building. The health and safety 
committee met regularly and continued 
to update its audit of the workplace and 
public areas.

riding Operations 


For the most part of the year, the 
Museum Store has been operating from 
temporary premises in the Education 
Centre which has Impacted on turnover. 
The business was re-located in April to 
newly refurbished premises in the Foyer, 

Trading, however, continued to be 
disrupted by the rolling refurbishment of 
the Foyer. Marketing staff worked with 
the retail manager in developing an 
advertising strategy to reposition the 


new Museum Store as a provider of 
quality heritage shopping for tourists, 
corporates and those looking for a gift 
with a difference. 



Unt I 1996, the Auckland Institute & 
Museum was involved with the 
governing Board of the Museum as well 
as being a learned society. With the 
passing of the 1996 Auckland War 
Memorial Museum Act, this role was 
handed over by the renamed Auckland 
Museum Institute to the Auckland 
Museum trust Board. In addition to its 
original purpose as a learned society, the 
Institute now has the broader role of 
membership body lor the Museum and 
employs a Membership Programme 
Manager who is also secretary to the 
Museum Institute Council. The Auckland 
Museum institute keeps accounts 
separate from the Museum and reports 
to its members at an Annual General 
Meeting. Current membership; 11 
Honorary Life members, 598 Life 
members and 1200 individual, joint and 
family memberships. 
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In the 1996/97 year the Taumata-a- 
Iwt was established. The Taumata-adwi 
is an advisory committee to the 
Auckland Museum Trust Board, 
provided for in the Auckland War 
Memorial Museum Act 1996. Its 
members are Mr Danny Tumahai, 
Chairman (Kigali Whatua o Orakei), Mrs 
Hariata Cordon (Chairperson of the 
Ngati Paoa Whanau Trust), Mr Brownie 
Rauwhero (member of the Tainui Maori 
Trust Board), Mr Martin Mariassouce 
(Te Taou o Ngati Whatua) and Mr 
Bernard Makoare (Ngati Whatua and 
Te Rarawa), 


Liaison with the project committee 
for the Otaua Whare Taonga is ongoing, 
and the Museum has assisted them to 
complete iheir feasibility study. 

The Manager of Iwi Values is a 
member of the National Services' 
Bicuitural Sector Reference Group, 
This group will meet occasionally in 
Wellington to discuss and provide advice 
on bicuitural projects in the Museums 
throughout New Zealand. 


The Taumata-a-lwi will meet 
regularly to advise the Auckland Museum 
on custodial, staffing, display and 
development policies with regard to 
Maori values and matters provided for in 
the Treaty of Waitangi. 

The Taumata-a-lwi nominee to the 
Auckland Museum Trust Board is Ngati 
Whatua kaumatua Sir Hugh Kawharu 


A number of workshops on the 
Treaty of Waitangi were well attended by 
staff in the past year. Pounamu Ventures 
have continued to provide performances 
that lire consistently rated as excellent 
by the visitors to the Museum. 

A highlight of the year was the 
opening of the Biddy Konui exhibition. 
I hr opening also provided an oppor¬ 
tunity for the Tuwharetoa visitors to view 
one of their taonga here at the Museum, 
and to learn its story from their 
kaumatua.

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Finance and 
Administration 




Finance and Administration has 
continued to provide financial, admini¬ 
strative and human resources services 
and support to all the Museum’s 
operations. Core outputs include the 
preparation of strategic and operational 
financial plans and budgets, the annual 
report and monthly financial statements 
to the Trust Board and Management. 

The Iasi quarter of the year saw the 
installation of new Compaq computer 
hardware to support the new' financial 
accounting software. Sun Systems. This 
is a major upgrade of the Museum's 
financial systems and will provide the 
basis for greatly enhanced financial 
reporting and control. New reporting 
procedures have been formulated by the 
new Trust Board and this year saw the 
appointment of new auditors, Deloitte 
Touche Tohmatsu, 



During the year 58.1 million of 
refurbishment project activity has been 
undertaken substantially increasing new 
display experience, bringing improved 
public amenity and upgrading of the 
building services and finishes. Major 
elements of the earthquake strengthe¬ 
ning. climate control, new electrical 
reticulation and water supply have been 
implemented. In conjunction with the 
strengthening work new gallery space 
was built over the shop and cafe to 
house the Zero an if Spitfire aeroplanes, 
and to accommodate better the Applied 
Arts collections, the top floor of the 
Museum recalling New Zealand's war 
involvement through the exhibition 
"Scars on the Heart" is now largely 
complete with the refreshment of the 
Hall of Memories, and additional 
displays covering the period through 
World War !E to modern peace keeping 
initiatives. These displays are supple¬ 
mented by a comprehensive resource 
centre and weapons display in "The 
Armoury". 

On the first floor a new fully climate 
controlled collection storage room 
equipped with proper racking and high 
density compactors has been established 
to house more sensitive items of the 
Museum's botany and foreign ethnology 
collections. Work has also started on the 
sot im< I stage of the Children's Discovery 
Centre to be opened at Christmas 1 997. 



The basement public toilets have 
been expanded and fully modernised, 
with new ground floor facilities giving 
added convenience to the physically 
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impaired, Trading operations have been 
fully renovated with a new retail shop 
and cafe reinstalled in their original 
locations. At year end conservation work 
was in progress on the Zero and Spitfire 
aircraft preparatory to installation in 
their new galleries; and detailed 
planning was well advanced for the 
main foyer information desk, new 
paraplegic access ramp; and the first 
floor Natural History and Applied Arts 
exhibition spaces.

Financial Instruments 


i he nature of activity and management policies with respect to financial instruments is: 


(1) Currency and interest rate risk 

The Museum has exposure to foreign exchange risk as a result of transactions 
denominated in foreign currencies arising from investing activities. Foreign 
exchange risks are not hedged by the Museum as the balances are minimal. 


The Museum has no exposure to interest rate risk as there are no external 
borrowings and investments are short term. 

(2) Concentration of credit risk 

In the normal course of its business, the Museum incurs credit risk from trade 
debtors and transactions with financial institutions. The Museum has a 
concentration of risk with respect to funds on deposit, at financial institutions. The 
Museum minimises this risk by placing funds on deposit with financial institutions 
which have been credited an J AA' rating by Standard and Poors. 

(3) Fair values 

The carrying value of cash and liquid deposits, debtors, trade creditors, other and 
sundry debtors and creditors, is equivalent to their fair value.
